{ sador’s residence. 

The Shultz mission, entering its 
second week, is expected to contin- 
ue with a return trip to Lebanon on 
( -Tuesday.

* dais "in Beirut, met Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir. Defense Minis- 

ter Moshe Arens and Israeli diplo- 
mats and military experts for two 
hours before his private talks with 
Mr. Begin. 

The Israeli leader told reporters 
later “There are still differences of 
opinion beteen the two sides which 
we haven't solved yet We hope the 
negotiations will ultimately bring a 
positive result.”

Iranian Marxist Says 
He Spied for Russians

TEHRAN — Nureddin Kianuri. 
the secretary-general of Iran's com- 
munist Tudeh Party, who was ar- 
rested with much of the party's 
leadership in February, has con- 
fessed od television to spying for 
the Soviet Union. 

Die Tudeh Party played an ac- 
tive role in the revolution that over- 
threw Shah Mohammed Keza 
PaWavi in 1979,. and it has always 
declared support for the Islamic 
government tn Tehran. 

But according to a translation of 
the confession in Sunday’s English- 
language Teheran Tunes, Mr. Kir 
anuxi said he had been in contact 
with Soviet agpnts since 1945. 

“Our violations mainl y consisted 
of the delivery erf top-secret mili- 
tary and political documents to our 
bosses at the Russian Embassy," 
the newspaper quoted him as say- 
ing It did not say whether be gave 
any details of the doc um e n ts. 

No immediate comment on the 
statement was. available from the 
Soviet Embassy in Tehran, which 
was closed for the May Day holi- 
day. 

During the confession, screened 
on stale-run television Saturday, 
Mr. Kianuri was shown suing ai a 
desk in front of a slogan reading: 
“America is worse than the Eng- 
lish, the English are worse than 
America, the Soviets are worse 
than both." 

The television also broadcast a 
half-hour confession by Mahmud 


Fffmflriaarteh, the editor of a Tu- 
deh. Party magazine. The Ira ni a n 
news agency quoted him as saying 
Marxism was at a dead end in Iran 
because of the people's support for 
Islam. 

The confessions were broadcast 
a day after members of the Revolu- 
tionary Guard said they had arrest- 
ed more Tudeh Party members and 
scried arms, ammunition, duplicat- 
ing machines and forged doeu- 
mlbis belonging to the party.' . 

According to the translation in 
the Teheran Tunes, Mr. Kianun 
said his original contacts tailed off 
but he had resumed contacts with 
Soviet agents in 197 1 in connection 
with “more serious activities," 
which had continued until his ar- 
rest. 

The newspaper quoted him as 
saying he had been in contact with 
the Central Committee of the Sovi- 
et Communist Party and had 
sought their help to flee Iran- 

Mean while, Turkish state radio 
said that Iran and Iraq completed 
jin exchange of prisoners of war 
Sunday in Turkey when 32 Irani- 
ans headed home after negotiations 
that ended late Saturday night. 

On Saturday, 32 Iraqi prisoners 
brought to Ankara for the ex- 
change left by air for Baghdad af- 
ter only brief negotiations. 

There was no immediate expla- 
nation for the protracted talks over 
the Iranians, which involved offi- 
cials from the International Red 
Cross and Turkey.

WARSAW — Police used water 
cannons, tear gas and rubber clubs 
in at least four Polish cities Sunday 
to break up the first major pro-Sol- 
idarity demonstrations in six 
months and the largest such man- 
ifestations since last August. 

While Polish television dismissed 
the incidents as “marginal," it re- 
ported late Sunday that there were 
unauthorized demonstrations in 20 
Polish cities, including the most se- 
rious in Warsaw, Gdansk, Wroclaw 
_u Nowa Huta. 

The rallies were called by under- 
ground leaders of the banned Soli- 
darity trade union to counter May 
Day rallies organized by the Com- 
munist authorities throughout the 
country. May 1 is celebrated in Po- 
land and many other countries as 
labor day. 

Polish television claimed that 
about 40,000 people participated 
nationwide in the unauthorized ral- 
lies. compared with 6.5 million in 
official observances, and said it 
was a national vote against the un- 
derground opposition. 

Western estimates, however, put 
the total of Solidarity sympathizers 
much higher. In the Baltic seaport 
of Gdansk, Lech Walesa, who was 
leader of the banned union, said 
the rallies “surpassed all our expec- 
tations." 

Mr. Walesa had tacitly endorsed 
the underground demonstration 
ran and Western correspondents 
on hand Sunday said up to 40.000 
Solidarity supporters joined the 
protest in Gdansk alone. 

The crowds were smaller than 
during similar illegal May Day 
demonstrations a year ago, but 
their numbers were nonetheless 
surprising given the police power 
arrayed against them. Last year's 
unauthorized demonstrations were 
allowed to proceed with virtually 
no interference. 

“The authorities demonstrated 
all .their power, and in doing so 
they demonstrated their full impo- 
tence." Mr. Walesa said. The union 
leader's apartment building was 
surrounded much of the day by po- 
lice who fought oft severoi at-' 
tempts by sympathizers to reach 
him.

Wojciecb Jaruzdski, who officiated 
Sunday over the government's May 
Day festivities in the Polish capital. 

. told celebrants that “counterrevo- 
lution" had failed in Poland in 
i 1981. “and it is still less likely to 
; succeed today." 

He said that there were still at- 
I tempts “to sow chaos." but argued 
that those responsible constituted a 
“pitiful fringe without any chance 
| of success.” Another government 
. official characterized pro-Solidar- 
| ity demonstrators in Warsaw as 
J “icen-agers.” 

At almost the same moment that 
. General Jaruzelski spoke, about 
! 3,000 people assembled in front of 
. St. John's Cathedral on a narrow, 
cobblestone street in Warsaw’s old 
town. They broke into cheers as the 
r first Solidarity banners appeared in 
. the crowd.

Mao Had Lin Killed, Book Says 

Account Affirms Defense Chief Plotted for Power

NEW YORK — A book to be 
published this month asserts that 
I in Biao, a former Chinese defense 
minister, was ordered assassinated 
12 years ago by Mao and that 
many important elements of the 
case have been covered up in offi- 
cial Chinese accounts. 

The book, “The Conspiracy and 
Death of Lin Biao." deals with one 
of the most dramatic and mysteri- 
ous episodes in recent Chinesepo- 
litical history, the purported effort 
in 1971 by Lin to assassina te his 
presumed patron and ally, Mao, 
and to seize power in China. 

According u> a spokesman for 
Alfred A. Knopf, the publisher, the 
hook will be published under the 
pseudonym Yao Micgle. The 
spokesman said the manuscript 
was smuggled out of Ouna and is 


to be published May 16. Publishers 
in Britain, France, the Nether- 
lands, Italy, Sweden, Japan, West 
Germany, and Taiwan will also 
publish iL 

• The Knopf editors express confi- 
dence that the manuscript is au- 
thentic. Nonetheless, the identity 
of the author has not been dis- 
closed. a factor dial makes it im- 
possible to ascertain the manu- 
script’s veradiy. 

“We were able to go a long way 
towards establishing for ourselves 
the author's bona fides,” said 
Charles FJlinti a senior editor: at 
Knopf. “The problem is that we 
can’t say anything about it that 
would hop to identify him." 

The official versions of the Lin 
inddenL, released nine months af- 
ter the reported coup attempt, 
claimed that after Lin’s plot failed, 
he tried to escape to the Soviet Un- 
ion by plane along with his wife 
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Mao and Lin Biao, was to have succeeded Wm, in 1969. 


and several co-conspirators but 
that the plane ran out of fud and 
crashed in Mongolia. 

The new account provides some 
information consistent with the of- 
ficial accounts. It affirms, for ex- 
ample. that Lin did indeed seek lo 
assassinate Mao in the fall of 1971 
and that he died in- the attempt on 
Sept. 12 of that year. 

But in important respects, the 
new account diverges widely from 
earlier versions. 

It claims, for example, that Lm s 
plot against Mao included provok- 
ing a major mili tary incident on the 
Chinese-Soviet border, even 
though Lin planned eventually to 
realign Ghina with the Soviet Un- 
ion and the rest of the Communist 
camp. . 

It also says, contrary to official 
Chinese explanations, that Mao’s 
supporters in China’s lop leader- 
ship had early intelJjgence informa- 
tion on Lin's activities. 

In a counterplot, they lured the 
defense minis ter to a dinner at an 
exclusive villa west of Beijing. Lin, 
his wife, and two colleagues were 
assassinated in a bail of rocket Er® 
after leaving the villa in their 
limousine, the new book says. 

Ross Terrill, an expat on China 
who has published a biography of 
Mao, said the new account “may 
well be near the truth about the 
last days of Lin Biao." 

Mr. Terrill, who was told in a 
telephone interview of the contents 
of the book, added that some of the 
diaries quoted in it may not be au- 
thentic. 

He said he suspected that “some 
enterprising young people" in Chi- 
na “may have turned what they’ve

MOSCOW — Yuri V. Andropov, 
the Soviet Communist Party chief, 
and other members of the Kremlin 
leadership assembled at Lenin's 
tomb in Red Square on Sunday to 
watch Moscow's traditional May 
Day parade of workers. 

Bearing giant portraits of party 
leaders, balloons ar.d flags, several 
hundred thousand people filed 
aercis- ihc sqtr * ■ - >’1 & t> 

passed by, waved to the lineup of 
Politburo members and military 
chiefs. 

Absent from the gathering of So- 
viet officials was Konstantin U. 
Chernenko, who rivaled Mr. An- 
dropov for the party leadership last 
year and has not been seen in pub- 
lic for more than a month. 

Mr. Chernenko's office said last 
week that he had a cold, but West- 
ern diplomats and some Soviet an- 
alysts believe he is m serious politi- 
cal difficulties. 

The ambassadors of most West- 
ern countries stayed away from the 
Red Square festivities in what has 
become a yearly boycott to protest 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

A spokesman From the Swedish 
Embassy said no Swedish diplo- 
mats would he present after last 
week’s protest by Stockholm over 
alleged intrusions by Soviet subma- 
rines into Sweden's territorial wa- 
ters. 

The ambassadors of Norway and 
Denmark said they were slaying 


away as a sign of support for Swe- 
den. 

Greek and Turkish envoys at- 
tended the parade, but those from 
all other members of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization said 
they were joining the boycott over 
Afghanistan. 

In the Vatican City, a light plane 
lowing a huge Solidarity banner 
swooped low over St. PctKS 
Square jj-: brfo.i. Pope J:bs Fall 
H addressed 50,000 pilgrims. | 

But the pope made no direct ref- 
erence to Poland or its outlawed 
trade union in his message defend- 
ing workers’ rights, although he 
called for increased "solidarity, fra- 
ternity and liberty." 

In Paris, France’s two biggest 
trade unions paraded in support of 
President Francois Mitterrand's 
Socialist government despite their 
opposition to its austerity program. 

About 30,000 members of the 
Communist-led General Con- 
federation of Labor (CGT) and the 
Socialist-led French Democratic 
Confederation of Labor (CFDTl 
marched with Communist and So- 
cialist Party leaders to the Bastille 
monument 

The third main union, the mod- 
erate Workers' Movement (Force 
Ouvrierek held a separate march 
attended by an estimated 5,000 
people. Spokesmen condemned ihe 
austerity program as being 
“against the interests of workers."

SAN SALVADOR — The Salva- 
doran Army returned over the 
weekend to a strategic city held for 
days and then abandoned by leftist 
guerrillas. The rebels said they 
killed 40 soldiers and captured 10 
others Friday in one of the worst 
single days of fighting in months. 

About 200 soldiers from the 
Sixth Infantry Brigade of La 
L l nion re-entered Santa Rosa de 
Lima, 88 miles <140 kilometers) 
east or San Salvador, after guerril- 
las withdrew early Saturday from 
the city of 29.000 people. 

In a broadcast Saturday, Radio 
Venceremos. the rebels' clandestine 
radio station, said the insurgents 
withdrew at 4 A.M. “having com- 
pleted all objectives." 

The rebels seized the city in a 
fierce assault Friday that the radio 
station said was “a response to the 
declaration of war of President 
IRonaldl Reagan." a reference to 
the American leader's tough speech 
on Central American policy 
Wednesday to the U.S. Congress. 

A man who identified himseir as 
Commander Tomas, leader of 200 
guerrillas who captured the town, 
iiid his forces had killed about 40 
National Guardsmen and national 
policemen and captured another 10 
security force members.

Colonel Morales, who was inter- 
viewed in Saniu Rosa de Lima, said 
he arrived in the city Saturday 
morning bv helicopter after visiting

He said the guerrillas had "dam- 
aged these people with the destruc- 
tion of those bridges, the factories 
and all those sources of work." 

The authorities said trucks from 
El Salvador. Honduras and Guate- 
mala were burned at El Amatillo. 
The attack severed the Pan Ameri- 
can Highway, the main road link 
among Central American coun- 
tries.

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Deng Realigning China’s Provincial Leadership

BFUING — In a move (o ensure 
spread of his pragmatic, “what- 
ever- works” socialism throughout 
China. Deng Xiaoping, the coun- 
try’s top leader, is realigning the 
ruling Communist Party’s entire 
provincial structure, replacing 
scores of longtime officials with re- 
formers who will "dare to create 

something new.” 

The party leaderships in all or 
China's 29 provinces and province- 
level municipalities have been reor- 
ganized so far, mostly in the last 
six weeks, bringing about 200 new 
faces into senior provincial posts 
where they will oversee the imple- 
mentation of Mr. Deng's policies. 

In most provinces, as many as 
two-thirds of the deputy party 
secretaries and members of the 
provincial party standing commit- 
tees are new, according to Chinese 
repons of the sweeping but orderly 
transition. 

Newcomers* authority is further 
enhanced by the t rimming in half 


of the number of senior party offi- 
cials as part of the continuing ef- 
fort to reduce bureaucracy. 

The top party leaders in eight 
provinces have been replaced, but 
several who had been expected to 
retire have remained, suggesting

U.S. officials believe, however, 
that the Soviet Union would even- 
tually return to negotiating be- 
cause. as one leading administra- 
tion official put it, it would not 
want all 572 new U.S. missiles to 
be deployed and could not afford 
to alienate public opinion, particu- 
larly in Western Europe, by aban- 
doning arms control efforts. 

Bui diplomatic sources said the 
Soviet Union might not begin 
negotiating again until it had taken 
some new step in the arms race.

One key to any breakthrough for

Taken at his word. President Ronald Reagan 
has given Congress the advice it needs when it 
reviews America's involvement in a secret war 
against Nicaragua. In his definition of Central 
American policies lost week, the president did 
not deny the undeniable. He insisted the oper- 
ations were lawful and limited to the objective 
of interdicting any arms traffic from Nicara- 
gua to guerrillas in El Salvador and elsewhere. 

So be it and so let Congress legislate. Com- 
mitting American arms to a small band of Ni- 
caraguan exiles has already offended common 
sense, scandalized Latin allies and worried 
CIA professionals. It has also undermined the 
logic, and seriousness, of Mr. Reagan's strate- 
gy for containing pro-Soviet Nicaragua by di- 
viding the very democrats in the region whose 
support is essential for success. 

Congress should therefore welcome Mr. 
Reagan's unambiguous definition of U.S. poli- 
cy toward the regime in Managua: 

“We do not seek its overthrow. Our interest 
is to ensure that it does not infect its neighbors 
through export of subversion and violence. 
Our purpose, in conformity with American 
and international law, is to prevent the flow of 
arms to El Salvador, Honduras, Guatemala 
and Costa Rica.” 

It would thus be not a rebuff but a reaffir- 
mation if the House Select Committee on In- 
telligence votes this week to spell out limits on 
American actions against Nicaragua. 

The committee's chairman. Representative 
Edward Boland, has in mind barring all aid 
for operations inside and against Nicaragua 
while budgeting $80 million for an open effort 


to interdict any arms shipments from Nicara- 
gua to guerrillas elsewhere. 

This tightening is needed because of the 
way the administration has interpreted a pre- 
vious Boland amendment, adopted in Decem- 
ber. It prohibited use of American arms for 
the purposes of toppling the Nicarag u a n re- 
gime or igniting a war between Honduras and 
Nicaragua. But the secret aid to some kind of 
combat continued, on the theory that it was 
enabling a 3.000-man exile army to “harass” 
and otherwise complicate the lives of Nicara- 
gua's defenders. Never mind, apparently, that 
exiles led by officers who served in the nation- 
al guard of the former Somoza tyranny had 
other objectives. 

Mr. Reagan seems to have dropped this 
spongy distinction. One need have no sympa- 
thy for the Sandinists to judge the operation a 
potential disaster. Stansfield Turner, the for- 
mer CIA director, warns that as covert actions 
build up momentum, they go dangerously out 
of control. In his view, the Nicaragua opera- 
tion was risking “substantial damage both to 
our national interests and the CIA." 

Ceasing this secreL war will not weaken Mr. 
Reagan’s Central American diplomacy, nor 
will it take a bargaining card from former Sen- 
ator Richard Stone, his newly designated spe- 
cial envoy to the region. The United Stales has 
abundant legitimate ways to express its 
dismay at Nicaragua's course and to rally the 
region's democrats. They constitute the “re- 
sources of diplomacy'’ that Mr. Reagan has 
yet lo tap convincingly.

Exporting Democracy 


The Reagan administration has set two in- 
ternational “democracy” programs in motion. 
They should not be confused. “Project De- 
mocracy” is this year's name for the U.S. In- 
formation Agency’s perennial official effort to 
get in touch with foreigners through visits, 
publications and so forth to induce them to 
think well of the United States and, especially, 
of its current policies. The “Democracy Pro- 
gram," our concern here, is the new private- 
sector initiative that grew out of President 
Ronald Reagan's call in London last June for 
a program lo foster “the infrastructure of de- 
mocracy” — political parties, onions, media, 
universities and the like. 

After Mr. Reagan sounded his broad theme 
last June, a research commission was set up to 
fill out the idea. That commission is called The 
Democracy Program; its chairman is Ambas- 
sador W illiam E. Brock 3d. and on its board 
sit the chairmen of the two national party 
committees, the head of the AFUCIO and 
others. Congress has been reviewing its recom- 
mendation lo establish a National Endow- 
ment for Democracy, an autonomous non- 
governmental organization meant to fund and 
coordinate private-sector programs to support 


democracy in other countries. The most intri- 
guing of these programs would help the Amer- 
ican political parties reach out to their demo- 
cratic allies abroad. 

In the best of times, many Americans har- 
bor a deep suspicion toward any effort to sell 
American policies, let alone American ideas 
and institutions. There is a fear of intervening, 
of insulting the would-be beneficiaries, of 
committing “propaganda," of fouling things 
up in a variety of ways. Some of Ronald 
Reagan’s words, and some of his appointees, 
have aggravated these fears, and it is right and 
necessary to proceed warily. 

But it is even more right and necessary to 
proceed. The endowment the sponsors have in 
mind is an incremental program of long-term 
institution-building, conducted out in the 
open and nm not by government officials, but 
rather by the American private-sector groups 
themselves. European political parties have 
long been in the business of helping their for- 
eign compatriots. The record of effective inter- 
national activity by the AFL-CIO and by 
many private foundations demonstrates that 
Americans can engage in it usefully too.

WASHINGTON — Tbe Soviet 
Union is building two or three new 
bases for SS-20 intermediate-range 
nuclear missiles in central Asia, ac- 
cording to U.S. officials. 

Each base usually contains nine 
of the three-warhead missiles that 
can reach targets up to 3,000 miles 
(4.830 kilometers) away. The SS-20 
missiles are at the bean of the 
deadlocked arms control talks that 
the two superpowers are holding in 
Geneva. 

U-S. officials now credit the So- 
viet Union with 351 operational 
SS-20S. of which 243 are based in 
the European pans of the Soviet 
Union west of die Ural Mountains 
and presumably aimed at NATO 
targets in western Europe. 

. tne other 108 are based east of 
those mountains and presumably 
are targeted on China, Japan and 
South Korea. 

Officials say that missiles from 
the new loses, however, reportedly 
still could reach countries on 
NATO's northern and southern 
flanks, such as Norway. Greece 
and Turkey. 

There is also a possibility that 
thev could reach Western Europe, 
officials said, because there is un- 
certainty about the SS-20’s range. 

Either way. State Department 
officials said’oew bases could fur- 
ther complicate the Intermedia te- 
Range Nuclear Force talks due to 
resume May 17 in Geneva. 

The United States is scheduled 
to begin deploying the first of 572 
new Pershing-2 and cruise missiles 
in Europe in December to offset 
Soviet forces unless an agreement 
on some equal but lower level of 
forces can be achieved before then.

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BIS Trying to Improve Its Statistics

BASEL — The Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements has begun a 
drive to improve its statistics, ac- 
cording to BIS officials. 

The officials said that, while it 
may not be posable to produce the 
Spires more quickly — some 
bulks and analysts are critical of 
tbe time that it takes to compile 
and publish than, especially since 
the world debt crisis began — the 
BIS may at least be able to make 
its data more comprehensive. 

BIS figures are practically the 
only regular record of international 
commercial knifing. 

Tbe aim of the new campaign is 
to get banks to report their foreign 
Irani: every six months on what is 
called a consolidated basis, offi- 
cials said. 

This would bring the little-re- 
corded banking activities of 
offshore centers under BIS scruti- 
ny, since it would mean that lend- 
ing by an international banking 
group's foreign subsidiaries to indi- 
vidnal countries would be recorded 
with lending by tbe Parent bank. 

Now, U.S. banks report on a 
partly consolidated basis, turning 
in data from brandies in tbe Baba- 
- mas. the Cayman Islands, Panama, 
Hong Kong and Singapore. Swit- 
zerland has also demanded consoli- 
dated figures from its major banks. 
Swiss National Bank officials said 
that at least 80 of tbe largest banks 
have to proride such data every six 
m on t hs , probably starting at the 
end of next year. 

Other countries nuke quarterly 
reports to the BIS, submitting fig- 
ures on lending by banks basel in 
the country and omitting the activi- 
ties of tbdr foreign subsidiaries. 

The BIS governors decided in 
principle three months ago to 
switch methods. BIS officials said 
ihat most countries represented in 
tbe BIS were capable of compiling 
consolidated figures but that it 
would probably be years before 
their hanks started providing tbe 
data needed. 

OnsnlMpiwt statistics are diffi- 
cult to compile. The BIS is only 
just beginning to tackle tbe techni- 
cal and conceptual complexities in- 
volved, the officials said. One risk 
is that of doable counting, which 
could arise if a loan were recorded 
by both the parent and the host 
country.

NEW YORK — Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing, France's former presi- 
dent and finance minister, has pro- 
posed an end to floating exchange 
rates and urged that the dollar and 

S tnove within predetermined 
ts around Western Europe’s 
currencies. 

*T am proposing a movement 
toward a fixed-exchange- rate sys- 
tem.'’ he said in an interview last 
week. “We are beading toward a 
band,” be said, “with intervention 
at tbe limits of the band.” { 

Up to now. the Reagan adminis- 
tration has opposed intervention 
except under extraordinary circum- 
stances, although Paul A. Volcker, 
Hi airman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, on Thursday endorsed a 
limited buying and seffing of dol- 
lars, “to hdp stabilize exchange 
rates within tbe general framework 
of tbe floating system.” 

Mr. Giscard (fEstaing would go 
further. In his view, upper and low- 
er limits should be set for the dol- 
lar and tbe yen in relation to Eu- 
rope’s currencies. The major Euro- 
pean currencies, except fix’ the 
pound, are already tied to each 
other and permitted to fluctuate 
225 percent above and below an- 
nounced values. 

Holding tbe dollar and yen in- 
side a given range, or band, would 
have two advantages, Mr. Giscard 
(TEslamg said. It would “link do- 
mestic monetary policy to objective 
values and aims * and remove un- 
certainty about future ex change 
rates, he said. “There is need for 
people to have some knowledge 
and security about the future value 
of their currency,” he said. 

Mr. Giscard d'Esiaing, who was 
in New York to give the Russell C. 
LeffingweU lectures at the Council 
on Foreign Relations, said that the 
band system should be introduced 
gradually. Central hanks should 
quietly reduce the swings in curren- 
cies and make no public anno unce- 
mem of fixed limits for several 
years. “It would be imprudent to 
go too far too fast,” he said. 


Another difficulty in improving 
the data. BIS officials said, is 
banks’ unwillingness to report ad- 
ditional information on such a sen- 
sitive activity as international lend- 
ing. 

They said Swiss banks, for exam- 
ple, are traditionally uncooperative 
m giving figures. Large Dutch and 
Belgian banks are also waiy or dis- 
closing more information, not 
wanting to pass valuable informa- 
tion to thdr competitors. 

The BIS’s quarterly survey, “In- 


ternational Banking Develop- 
ments,” usually appears more than 
three months after the quarter it 
covers, and officials said that there 
is no imminent prospect of getting 
it out much earlier. 

The main problem is that banks 
report to their national authorities 
and not directly to the BIS, the of- 
ficials said. One said that tanks 
were unwilling to deliver confiden- 
tial information about their busi- 
ness into the bands of an interna- 
tional organization.

ing accounts at commercial banks 
and savings institutions. 

“It’s a very significant develop- 
ment, considering the 53-billion de- 
cline in the previous week," said 
Lacy H. Hunt, chief economist for 
Carroll, McEmce & McGinlcy, a 
primary dealer in government secu- 
rities. "It means the Federal Re- 
serve will be able to continue pur- 
suing an accommodative policy for 
the time bring."

The company also ended, on 
April 1, a program that began in 
1977 under which it was able to re- 
tain 3.5 percent erf the wages of its 
39,000 workers and pay back back 
the money only if profits 

levels, were met. Since Easton has 
reported losses or failed to meet its 
profit objectives since 1979, it re- 
tained $138.4 million under the 
program through 1982. 

Only hours after members of the 
machinists' union had voted to ap- 
prove the new contract, the compa- 
ny anno unced that it would lay off 
1,600 workers, about 4 percent of 
its work force. It was a move that 
was sharp reversal from manage- 
ment’s past policy of seeking to 
achieve most cutbacks through at- 
trition. 

And father layoffs may be 
ahead.

The saf e-harbor-1 earing provi- 
sions of the Economic Recovery 
Tax Act of 1981 was a major incen- 
tive for the airline to keep taking 
delivery of new planes even though 
passenger fare wars began to erode 
its profits. 

In 1981, when Eastern had a 
$65.9- million loss, it took delivary 
of 21 new planes and got $29.8 mil- 
lion in tax credits. In 1982, when 
Eastern had a $74.9-million loss, it 
took delivery of 12 new aircraft 
and got $513 milli on in tax credits. 

To pay for the planes, Eastern 
has borrowed beavihr. Its long-term 
debt rose from $6613 million in 
1979 to more than $1 billion at the 
end of 1982. Its percentage of debt 
in relation to total capital went 
from 68 percent in 1978 to 83 per- 
cent by 1981 

The industry average is about 60 
percent. 

Although the modernization 
strategy has led to may short-term 
problems for Eastern, Wall Street 
analysts believe that the strategy 
wQl be effective during the long 
term. They pointed out that Delta 


Air Lines, Eastern's major compet- 
itor at Atlanta, where both earners 
have hubs, is also committed to a 
major fleet modernization. 

Meanwhile, however. Eastern 
has been left with surplus planes, 
such as the 28 Lockheed L-lOHs 
that it is trying to sell abroad. The 
market Tor the wid e-body aircraft 
is now depressed, and Eastern has 
not yet found any buyers, it is also 
trying to dispose of 24 less-efficient 
727-lOOs from its fleet of 259 
planes. 

“That’s the big thing ," said Mick 
Babounakis, an analyst for Oppen- 
beimer & Co. “The very large debt 
and too much equipment that they 
don’t know wbat to do with.” 

Eastern's rising debt, higher la- 
bor costs and the need to come up 
with $823 million in cash for flight 
equipment, debt retirement and 
capita] lease obligations during 
1983 make Eastern more vulnera- 
ble than other airlines if the March 
upturn in passenger traffic should 
loose momentum. 

“They are more dependent on 
the economic recovery to succeed 
than some other airlines that have 
the deep pockets to ride it out," 
said Robert Joedicke. an analyst 
for Lehman Brothers Kuhn Loeb. 

But Mr. Babounakis said the in- 


dustry’s traffic strength — March's 
gain, he noted, was 15.1 percent 
from a year earlier — appears to be 
continuing. This will greatly help 
Eastern. Because of its past losses, 
it will not have to pay taxes on its 
profits for some time. 

At the end of 1982 the company 
reported it had $276 million of net 
operating loss carry-forwards to re- 
duce future taxes. 

Mr. Bakounakis expects Eastern 
to break even this year, even 
though the company reported a 
loss of S60.7 million for the first 
quarter. However, revenue in- 
creased to S969.7 million from 
$908.4 million a year earlier, an in- 
dication of the growth in traffic. 

Other factors favor Eastern. It 
has been able to make a smooth 
transition in serving the Latin 
American routes it picked up from 
Braniff last May. Eastern sends 
most of its Latin American flights 
through Miami, which Mr. Borman 
said has made Miami the hub that 
Eastern has always wanted to 
build. 

Both analysts believe that East- 
ern. with a revitalized fleet, could 
end up a strong carrier if the U.S. 
economy holds up. But Mr. 
Joedicke added: “It takes time. 
You don’t rebuild a balance sheet 
overnight."

X of February created a desire, not only in 
the general public, the strangers who admire 
his work, but also in close but long-estranged 
friends like myself, for some personal compen- 
sation now that TW is beyond our chance of 
reaching him again. 

This oook was written before he died. The 
publishers made some fast last-minute revi- 
sions and the first copies, in which both TVs 
death and his burial in St. Louis, Missouri are 
recorded, reached the stores two weeks later. 
Its fortuitous appearance raised my hopes that 
it might be what I was looking for. The jacket 
promises that it is “the set-ihe-reoord-straight 
story” and that the authors "nil in the b lanks 
and separate the facts from the fictions in this 
renowned author's odyssey.” 

A great many fictions exist among the facts 
in the earlier biographies. The first, published 
in 1963. was “Remember Me to Tom” by 
TVs mother, Edwin a Dakin Williams “as told 
to Lucy Freeman.''

Freudian interpretations and put them into 
Mrs. Williams’s mouth, using a vocabulary of 
which scarcely a word ever entered that lady's 
mind, much less passed her lips. “Murder, can- 
nibalism, castration, madness, incest, rape, 
adultery, nymphomania, homosexuality. There 
exists no savage act about which my son has 
not written.'' And so on. 

The second book, two years later, was “Ten- 
nessee Williams and Friends" by Gilbert Max- 
well. Maxwell met TW before ius celebrity, but 
he was not interested in him until after. He 
relied for his chronology of the earlier years on 
Lucy Freeman, adding inventions or his own. 
One In particular, for personal reasons, stuck 
in my mind. Maxwell wrote that he sent a let- 
ter to TW in New Orleans informing him of 
the marriage of 3 mutual friend in Manhattan 
and describing the wedding supper. TW and 1 
were ibe witnesses at this wedding and, along

This new biography “by Dakin Williams 
and Shepherd Mead” is based on these four 
books, It is not intimate. The pretense that 
TVs brother is coauthor is dropped after the 
title page. Mead's use of an unpublished 
memoir by Dakin, to which be had access, is 
less than his use of these books and half-a- 
dozen others, ail scrupulously acknowledged. 
He. too, prints unpublished letters, by TVs 
lover. Frank Merlo, his agent. Audrey Wood, 
etc., but the blanks they (ill in ore always pe- 
ripheral. 

Faced with conflicting accounts of events. 
Mead chooses between them. He doesn’t send: 
the truth behind them. Mead retains Lucy 
Freeman’s boners and Maxwell's inventions 
except when they touch directly on Mrs. Wil- 
liams and Dakin's involvements with TW ig- 
noring the warning that these fabrications 
should give him concerning his sources’ unreli- 
ability about TVs involvements with people 
outside Mead's ken. He shies away from the 
Rabelaisian passages in both ’'Memoirs'' and 
“Letters” but reproduces TVs tallest tales 
and most maudlin “honesties" about his 
homosexuality without batting an eye. 

In the chapters dealing with TVs later 
years of alcohol and drugs, where the “Mem- 
oirs” becomes incoherent, and for the Iasi sev- 
en years. Mead supplements his published 
sources by interviews with some of TV s late 
companions. He prints these verbatim, still 
lacking a viewpoint from which to judge and 
transform. The depressing results resemble Lhe 
pages of so many recent celebrity biographies 
in which the author has interviewed everrone 


willing to talk about his subject — nearly al 
ways ihe people who know and care least. ' 

’Tennessee Williams: An Intimate Biogra- 
phy” doesn't set the record straight; it weaves 
the facts and fictions closer together in a fabric 
of journalistic cliches behind which the real 
people and real events fade further and further 
into obscurity, become less and less recover- 
able.

Tambay Takes San Marino Grand Prix

IMOLA. Italy — Frenchman Pa- 
trick Tambay, driving a turbo- 
charged Ferrari, avoided the dan- 
gers of a deteriorating trad; surface 
and forced an error out of his clos- 
est rival to win the San Marino 
Formula One Grand Prix Sunday. 

Tambay. who started cm the sec- 
ond row of the grid, clocked 1 
hour, 37 minutes and 5146 seconds 
for an average speed or 185.480 ki- 
lometers per hour (114 mph) over 
the 60 laps erf the 5.04-kQometer 
drum. 

Second was Alain Prost of 
France in a turbo Renault. Prost, 
the winner of last month's French 
Grand Prix, finished in 1:38:41.24, 
nearly a minute behind Tambay 
under sunny skies and steadily ris- 
ing temperatures. 

Prost was the only other driver 

to complete 60 laps. 

Ferrari driver Rene Arnoax, who 
started oat in pole position, fin- 
ished third, ahead of the nonnubo 
Williams of world champion Keke 
Rosberg of Finland. 

Rosberg, whose car, like other 
conventionally powered machines, 
can’t compete head-to-head with 
the 600-horsepower turbos, said: 
“Mine was a lonely race, a bit of a 
waste of time in a way because 
these turbos just run rings around 
us everywhere." 

The Ferrari team won here for 
the second straight year. Tambay, 
33. scored his second grand prix 
victory. “The tires were fine, he 
said, “but the engine was misfiring 
slightly over the last 20 laps." 

During that period he was 
hounded by Riccardo Patrese in a 
Brabham turbo, and the Italian 
passed Tambay on a chicane six 
laps from the end. But only 15 sec- 


onds later, Patrese, Tambay on his 
tail, misjudged a turn and slid off 
across the grass into a guardrail, 
wrecking his car. 

“I arrived too fast, tires sir 
on the dirty track and I found 
myself on the grass and out of the 
race." Patrese explained. Tambay 
cruised home. 

Patrese took over the lead in the 
sixth lap when Arnoux was forced 
to slow down his pace following 
stability problems. Patrese held 
first place through the 42d lap, 
when a slow refueling and change 
of tires dropped him in second 
place. He fought back, recovering 
the six-second gap. and passed 
Tambay' only to run off the track. 

Of the 26 starters, only 12 fin- 
ished American Eddie Cbeever left 
the race first, his yellow Renault 
spouting blue smoke on the second 

la p .

Kaufman and Hart: Royalty Reprise

Wasting! on Post Service 

W ashington — Kauf- 
man and Han had lunch 
at the Watergate the other day. 
Hart wore a full-length mink for 
the occasion and Kaufman sport- 
ed a fancy blouse. They traded 
anecdotes and swore that they’re 
as dose as sorority sisters. 

Kaufman and Han, in this in- 
stance, happen to be Anne Kauf- 
man Schneider (adopted daugh- 
ter of the late George S. Kauf- 
man) and actress Kitty Carlisle 
Hart (widow of Moss Han). The 
original Kaufman- Han collabo- 
ration produced three of the most 
enduring comedies in the Ameri- 
can theater (“You Can't Take It 
With You," “Once in a Lifetime” 
and “The Man Who Came to 
Dinner”), not to mention a hand- 
ful of lesser works (“Merrily We 
Roll Along.” “George Washing- 
ton Slept Here,” “The Fabulous 
Invalid*). The latter-day Kauf- 
man-Hart watch over them like 
children. Holding the rights to 
those plays, as they do jointly, is 
more or less the equivalent of 
having a functioning oil well in 
the backyard 

In an average year, there are 
approximately 1,000 stock and 
amateur productions of “You 
Can't Take It With You” across 
the United States, making it one 
of the most frequently performed 
of all American plays. Add the 
other Kaufman-Hart comedies, 
and you're talking about 2,000 
productions. Tote up the royal- 
ties — $35 here, $50 there — and 
the annual revenue hovers 
around $100,000. 

This, however, is not an aver- 
age year. “You Can’t Take It 
With You” is once again heading 
for Broadway in a loving revival 
directed by Ellis Rabb, and if 
Washington is any measure, the 
oil well is about to start gushing 
all over again. With the weekly 
grosses running approximately 
$160,000. the Kaufman-Hart (or 
Schneider-Cadisle) team finds it- 
self richer by $13,000 every seven 
days. 

“We’re the keepers of the 
flame,” says Carlisle, graciously. 
“By that I mean that we don’t al- 
low fust-class (Broadway] pro- 
ductions to be done unless we’re 
sure—.”

What they’ve learned over the 
years is that to make old plays 
into new hits you need a little ex- 
tra something.

FHi-< understands 
“You Can’t Take It With You’ in 
a way that Moss and my father 
□ever did. He understands the 
sentiment in it. My father would 
have been afraid to lose the 
laughs.

Carlisle: “There was no senti- 
ment in it originally. George and 
Moss never saw that. They 
thought of themselves as com- 
mercial Broadway playwrights. 
They had no idea of having writ- 
ten a classic. Sometimes Moss 
would say, a little wistfully, that 
Arthur Miller was viewed as the 
real thing, not be and George. 
And Td say, ‘Well, wait, you two 
may yet become the Beaumont 
and Fletcher of your time.’ ” 

Schneider: “And they have. 
But they really thought they were 
just writing this crazy comedy 
about a funny family. My father 
was very diffident about himself.

By common agreement, most 
of the business of the Kaufman- 
Hart estate falls to Schneider, al- 
though both of them make a 
point of seeing every major Kzof- 
man-Hart production in the 
United States. (Schneider also 
takes in the European produc- 
tions.) An actress and longtime 
television panelist on “To Tell 
the Truth," Carlisle is now chair- 
man of the New York State 
Council on the Arts, a job that 
monopolizes her time. 

“She’s the classy one,” says 
Schneider. “I'm show biz. It’s 
very easy to. teH us apart We're 
very much like our respective far 
ther and husband. Kitty is nice 
and loving and fun and pretty. I 
growl Kitty laughs. Tm a crier. 
Really, 1 cry at card tricks.” 

The two first crossed paths in 
Hollywood on the set of the 
Marx Brothers movie “A Nig 
at the Opera.” Kaufman, wfi 
was the dialogue coach on the 
film, brought his daughter along 
one day; Guiisle was playing the 
ingenue. They didn’t really get to 
know one another until the Kauf- 
man-Hart collaboration was 
strong in the 1930s and 
respective families became 
neighbors in Pennsyl vania 


Now Carlisle and Schneider 
phone each other at least twice a 
week, and at the Kaufman-Hart 
revivals, they sit together, hold 
hands and ciy — not always in 
pleasure. They admit to making a 
whopper of a mistake by author- 
izing a musical version of “Mem- 
iy We Roll Along” last season, 
produced and directed by Harold 
Prince and with music by Ste- 
phen Sondheim. 

But a successful Broadway re- 
vival can reawaken interest. Cur- 
rently there's talk of ‘The Solid 
Gold Cadillac” (Kaufman and 
Howard Tdchmann) for televi- 
sion, a medium both women 
scorn. And there has been theat- 
rical interest in “Light Up the 
Sky" (Moss Hart alone). '‘You 
Can’t Take It With You,” if it’s 
well-received in New York, could 
speed both those projects along. 

M ore is at stake, however, than 
the protection of theatrical prop- 
erty. Both women, who will drop 
a quip into the first hole in the 
conversation, believe in the ulti- 
mate seriousness of tbeir mission. 

Says Carlisle, “When I was 
ig, my mother took me to 
She wanted me to marry 
a prince, hopefully a rich prince 
Or failing that, an impoverished 
baron. WdL I blew it But in a 
way, my mother was right. I did 
many a prince. He was a prince 
of the theater. And now keeping 
Moss’s name and his plays alive 
in people’s minds is very import- 
ant to me." 

Schneider adds, “I fed very 
much the same way, but I didn’t 
realize it until fairly recently, 
when I started seeing the days m 
Europe. I was very moved by the 
fact that they work the same way 
everywhere. In Amsterdam or 
Oslo or Bratislava. Even where 
they have no frame of reference 
for these particularly American 
comedies, audiences laugh in all 
the same places. And 1 realized
